Travelling part of the way on foot, where 

I made a very mean Figure at that time, 

and got a ſmall ſupply : But conſidering 

what I had lately ſuffer d, and the diffe- 
rence between my preſent and former Con- 


attend the King to Holland; where if I 
cou d not obtain a competency, I did ſe- 
cretly purpoſe, never to return to Exgland, 
chooſing rather by any honeſt means to 
get my Bread, and live diſconſolate in a 
ſtrange Country unknown, than to be a 
continual Reproach or Monument of my 
Country's Ingratitude. 
In purſuance of this Reſolution, I Im- 
barked at Grazeſezd, and in Four Days; 
landed at Roterdam in Holland; where 
at my Quarters I met with ſeveral od 
Acquaintance, who lived about thè Curt

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dition, I made application for leave to 
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but had left France and reſided altogether 
in Holland. With theſe I had a civil Cor- 
reſpondence, and tho' there are many in 
that Country of the Engliſh eſpecially, as 
well Roman Catholick as others who are 
ſtrangly bigotted and zealous for the late 

King, and his pretended Son; yet in their 
Canverſation they are generally more cau- 
tious, than in England. So found are the 
laws, and ſojuſt a are tlie Magiſtrates in the 
execution of them: And chiefly in Roter- 
dam, where King William is extremely be- 
loved even beyond expreſſion, and very

Clavering, 
adding, that I was of a conſiderable Family 
ſo named, near Newcaſtle upon Tyre, and

| that: havin g Reſided ſome time in Holland, 

I took an opportunity of Travelling hither 
to ſee the Place, but chiefly to ſatisſie my 
Mind and Conſcience in matters of the 
greateſt Importance.
